—The following draft of rules further to amend the Customs and 
Central Excise Duties Export Drawback (General) Rules, 1980, which the Central 
Government proposes to make In exercise of the powers conferred by mb-cee'-V- 1 3 ) 
of section 43B of the Sea Customs Act. 187B (8 of 11178) and section 17 of the Cen¬ 
tral Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (1 of 1944), as in force In India and as applied to 
the State of Pondicherry, Is published as required by the said sub-section (3) of the 
said section 43B for the information of all persons likely to be affected thereby; 
and notice Is hgreby given that the said draft will be taken Into consideration on 
or after the 28tli May, 1962. 

2. Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any person with 
respect to the said draft before the date so specified will be considered b> the 
Central Government. 


Draft Rules 

1. These rules may he called the Customs and Central Excise Duties Export 
Drawback "(General) Amendment Rules, 1902, 

2. ID In the First Schedule to the Customs and Central Excise Duties Export 
Drawback (General) Rules, 1980, for the existing item at S. No. 43 and entries 
relating thereto, the following shall be substituted, namely;— 

"43. Copra Cake Two hundred and ten rupees 

(Expeller or rotary) per metric tonne, 

Provided that at the time of exportation of Copra'Cake the exporter pro¬ 
duces evidence to the satisfaction of the Customs Collector that for 
exportation of one metric tonne‘'TST' Copra Cake aij_Tmportatlon of 
2-70 metric tonnes of Copra has been made by him within a period 
of six months immediately preceding the date of Euch exportation 
and that the said quantity of imported Copra has not been (i) simi¬ 
larly correlated to and accounted for against' any other .previous 
exportation of Copra Cake or (il) previously re-exported as silch or 
In any other form with or without claim for drawback.”
